Notification of, this plan has - been 
sent to all local ericultural repre- 
sentatives, said Mr. Bell, and a con- 
certed effort will be made to place 
them permanently. If the experi- 
ment is successful, he added, efforts 
will be made to get additional immi- 
grants.

Corporation, of 
America plans* to install: the Cana- 
dian Chemical company near Edmon- 
ton to produce cellulose acetate and 
various chemicals, / 

“The possibilities are great,” Mr. 
Oberholtzer. said. ‘In front of us 
we have petroleum refineries, two 
plants based on hydrocarbons, two on 
sulphur. and one on salt. 

“We have fertilizers, synthetic 
fibres, caustic, chlerine and sulphur. 
We can envisage agricultural chemi- 
cals and pesticides, synethetic de- 
tergents, plastics and pharmaceuti- 
cals,” : = 

This expenditure, he _ predicted, - 
will extend Alberta’s building and 
construction boom, -a population in- 
flux and increase; and in’ the future 
—a further change over from an ag- 
ricultural to an industrial area.
